NEW YORK, May 19.— In the first 


federal mntltruit prooaedingi brought 
under the Sherman law •• interpreted 
in the Standard Oil decision, .the de- 
partment of justice filed in the United 
Stataa court here today • suit against 
constituent organizations of what is 
popularly known as the "lumber trust" 
aUeging the existence of a widespread 
conspiracy "unreasonably" to restrain 
the lumber trade in this country. 


Ten trade organizations and more 


than 150 Individuals w*re named as de- 
fendants. 
It alleges violation of the 


Sherman antitrust law and seeks a 
permanent "injunction restraining the 
defendants from continuing |he'cbnr 
spiracy charged.

THE NEW LICENSES. 


YESTERDAY the Council granted four- 


teen liquor licenses* of which eight were is- 
sued to drugstores, four to clubs and hvo 
to hotels. The applications of the Eureka 
club and the other nine diuggists were left 
for subsequent-decision pending further in- 
vestigation. 


Jn considering this important matter 


the Council seems to be displaying a com- 
mendable desire to restrict the license privi- 
'lege to men who can reasonably be ex- 
pected n,ofto abuse it. Everybody kmws 
that both the prohibition lav and the li- 
cense ordinance which preceded it were 
violated constantly, but better results are 
expected from the new measure because it 
is better safeguarded and more reasonable. 
Nevertheless there are certain individuals 
whose records and Banding are such as to 
Justify the belief that the> would violate 
any law, however just its-provisions might 
be, whenever it suited their purpose to do

Inasmuch as onl> fourteen of the seven- 


teen applications for druggists* licenses can 
be granted anyway, it follows that the 
Council should decide each case on its own 
merits and reject the applicants who are 
least trustworthy. Nor is the Council un- 
der any obligation whatever to grant the 
enfire number of licenses authorized by the 
law. 
If in its opinion, ttfere are trot as 


many as fourteen druggists who can safely 
be intrusted wity Jcenses it may well stop 
short of that number.

cally unanimous and even the class of_peo- 
ple who ordinarily might be expected to 
•wink at infractions of the law agree that 
in this case there must be no laxity what- 
ever. This feeling is due largely to a gen- 
eral belief that whatever may have been 
the status of sellers of liquor under ihe old 
law we now have an ordinance which is ab- 
solutely just and equitable in its every pro- 
vision. 
No man can violate it and expect 


public sympathy on the ptea that the law 
does not give him a square deal. The law 
gives every licensee who conducts his busi- 
ness legitimately a chance to make fair 
profits under conditions which meet with 
the approval of the communit\. But it not 
only refuses to sanction disreputable meth* 
ods but provides abundant safeguards to 
prevent them. 


Everybody realizes that the new liquor 


ordinance must stand or fall by its own 
merits. 
If it is given a fair test 
that is, 


if it is rigidly enforced 
there is no doubt 


that it will prove so entirely satisfactory 
that the people will gladly continue it in 
effect for many years to come. 
Indeed, it 


may remain on the ordinance books per- 
manently as nn expression of rhp fixed 
policy of the city. But if the law is violated 
it will soon be brought into disrepute, and 
this will mean that in fwo years we shall 
have a repetition of the political contest 
recently ended. This is a possibility which 
nine-tenths of the people \vould contem- 
plate with absolute aversion, but it is riot, 
merely _a possibility 
it is an inescapable 


certainty if the law is not strictly enforced. 


Of all persons who wish to see this ordi- 


nance remain in effect indefinitely those 
who receive licences under it should be the 
most vigilant. The'druggists, hotel keepers 
and club managers who themselves intend 
to observe the law faithfully ought to make 
it their business to "keep tabs" on other 
licensees who ma\ show a disposition to be 
less careful. Every licensed druggist in the 
city will suffer, whether justly or unjustly, 
from the derelictions of the few who may 
ti; to- violate the la\v, and in the long run 
the communih as a whole will suffer

them, and each and every one should help 
to advertise them. 


The Park Commission's funds are spent 


in keeping up and Improving the parks un- 
der its charge. It is unable to sp~end money 
for spe'cial advertising. In the general ad- 
vertising of the Chamber of Commerce 
there is frequent mention of the parks, but * 
a means ought to be found to make our 
citizens in general more familiar with the 
park system; a system that would do credit

to any city, irrespective of its size.
